FARMERS’ BULLETINS 
Growing American bunch grapes. (F

Bunch grapes are one of the most popular 
and extensively grown fruits in home plant- 
ings. They are easy to grow, bear regularly, 
and are small but long-lived plants. In- 
cluded in this slight revision are descrip- 
tions of the principal varieties and instruc- 
tions for propagation, preparing the land 
for the vineyard, planting the stock, erect- 
ing trellises, training and pruning, cultivat- 
ing and controlling weeds, insects, and dis- 
ease. 

Growing cherries east of the Rocky

This revised bulletin describes the kinds 


and varieties of cherries grown east of the 
Rocky Mountains. It discusses the location 
of important cherry growing areas, selec- 
tion of orchard sites, choice of stocks, selec- 
tion and planting of trees.

The major portion of this slight revision 
is devoted to the planting, care, and dis- 
eases of flowering dogwood and the insects 
that attack it. Specific information is given 
on several aspects of the care of the plant, 
such as mulching, weeding, fertilizing, and 
pruning. Although few diseases affect dog- 
wood, trunk canker, trunk decay, leaf 
decay, leaf and flower spots, and twig 
dieback are discussed.

Infor- 
mation on protective coatings for wounds is 
also included. 

Controlling the brown recluse spider.

tributed in the United States, and is com- 
monly found around homes and farm 
buildings. A bite by this spider is usually 
followed by intense pain. This slightly 
revised bulletin tells the person who has 
been bitten what medical attention is 
needed to prevent severe reactions. The 
final section discusses the most effective 
method of control of this spider.
